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TKKK 
COINAGE AND THK TAKIFF. 


The advocates of the free coinage of 


silver contend that the money question 
is the paramount issue of the day. 
They attribute the general business 
and industrial depression to the scar- 
city of money. They point to the fact 
that the population is steadily increas- 
ing while the volume of money, es- 
pecially since the repeal of the Bullion 
Purchase act and the suspension of 
silver coinage, ia decreasing. 
They 


argue that the low price of commodi- 
ties is principally, |if not wholly, due 
to the contraction of the currency and 
that no great change for the better will 
take place until there is an expansion 
of the currency. 


Those who are opposed to the re- 


monetization of silver, the gold bugs, as 
they are commonly called, attribute 
all our troubles to the tariff. On this 
point the " protectionists " and " free 
traders," as they are termed, generally 
agree, the protection goldbags alleging 
that the tear of the passage of the Wil- 
son bill is derangiu , business, and the 
free trade goldbugi ad positively de- 
claring that it is the McKinley bill, 
which fosters trusts aaj monopolies, 
that is ruining the country. Sherman 
ani Keod, the Republican leaders, hold 
to t ie theory that the present depres- 
sion is due to the proposed change in 
turitf bchednles, while the President 
and his lieutenants, Wilson and Har- 
ter, charge it to the McKinley bill. 


It is noticeable that, notwithstanding 


these 
Republican 
and Democratic 


leaders attribute our troubles to the 
tariff and eldirn that the regulation of 
the duty on imports is the great ques- 
tion of the day, they take diametrically 
opposite views of that question, though 
in perfect accord on the financial ques- 
tion. The fact that the business Jde- 
pression commenced a year a,jo, though 
there is yet no change in the tariff 
schedules, does not change the opin- 
ions of Sherman and Reed, nor doe-i 
the fact that the depression is felt in 
low tariff England as well as in the 
high tariff United States alter the views 
of the President and Mr Wilson. 


If it were possible to muster enough 


votes iu both Houses of Congress to 
attach a section providing for the free 
coinage of silver to the Wilson tariff 
bill and send it to the White House, 
that 
would determine whether the 


President considers tariff reform or 
free coinage the paramount issue of 
the day. Tie was elected on a platform 
which declares for tariff reform, and it 
was claimed *by Democratic and Ke- 
publi'jan speakers and newspapers dur- 
ing the Presidential campaign that that 
w is the vital issue and that the iinan- 
oi il question was of minor importance. 
If the President yet believes, what both 
t.ie old parties asserted, he would, ot 
course, approve the Wilson bill with a 
fro.-> 
Milage attachment. At any rate 


it i to bo hoped that opportunity will 
ba given him to do so 


TUJS PUKSIDENT. 


The New York Tnbime, which is the 


acknowledged organ of the Republican 
party, does not, like Nevada Republic- 
ans, attempt to deceive the people by 
false pretenses. It declares the party 
is the only resort of f,hose who try to 
keep back the flood of disaster and 
dishonor which threatens the country 
from the silver men. Oommonting on 
tho President's veto of the Seigniorage 
bill, it says: 


The President's veto of the Seignior- 
age bill has saved the country from 
great disgrace and great disaster. The 
financial world expected no less of 
President Cleveland, and has perhaps 
been not quite ready enough to give 
him as much credit as he really de- 
serves for an act which required extra- 
ordinary resistance to the demands ot 
his party. The immediate effects of 
this veto may not bo as great as some 
have expected. In business circles it 
has been so confidently expected that

A JUAJ.OGUE. 


A Republican and Populist DlseuM the 


Political Situation in Nevada and 
KUewhere. 
Republican — I gay, Mr. Populist, 


the<*e are pretty tough times; your 
party bad better disband. The outlook 
for the Bepnblicans is extremely bright 
and I would advise you not to put any 
ticket in the field in Washoe county. 
The Opera House meeting proved the 
great strength of the Republicans in 
western Nevada. 


Populist — The Opera House meeting 


which you refer to and which was ad- 
dressed by the « Lily White ten," by 
actual count contained nve Populists 
to one Republican. These statisticb 
include all the Republicans imported 
from 
Storey, 
Lyon, Douglas and' 


Ortndby for the occasion. The Popu- 
lists were amazed at Mr. Bartine's 
reckless assertions, and when the Gaz- 
ette attempted to emphasize bis speech 
by saying " it was stamped with truth 
at every period," though Mr. Bartine 
afterwards corrected it, it showed what 
desperate straits the Republicans were 
in to get recruits for a forlorn hope. 


Republican— Why in Sam Hill, were 


so many Populists present at a Repub- 
lican meeting? I noticed there was 
not much enthusiasm at the pointed 
remarks made by Mr. Bartine. When 
he said that Nevada never faltered in 
her devotion to the Republican party 
until 1893. I expected to hear three 
rousing cheers given for that Repub- 
lican devotion, but the audience failed 
to respond, and when he announced 
that Colorado had returned to the Re- 
publican column, I expected to see all 
the Populists eneak out of the room. 
But they didn't go; they just sat still 
and took notes of Mr. Bartine's speech, 
and it has kept Mr. Bartine busy writ- 
ing explanations about his speech ever 
since he delivered it. It seems to me 
that the course of the Populists is per- 
fectly reprehensible; it greatly inter- 
feres with the freedom of speech. At 
the next Republican meeting we hold 
m Reno the Populists will be invited 
to stay at home. 


Populist — I guess yon had better 


make a secret organization out of the 
Republican party. You could then get 
members of the Sazarac Lying Club to 
write speeches to be delivered before 
purely Republican audiences. In this 
way you might be enabled to infuse a 
great deal of enthusiasm into the lim- 
ited number of Nevada Republicans. 
Your orators could ridicule the Popu- 
list vote in such States as Virginia, and 
you could "point with pride" to our 
credit abroad, which had been so great- 
ly strengthened by the glorious finan- 
cial policy of the great Republican 
party. You had better be in line with 
the National organization and cater to 
the wishes of the bondholders. You 
will then be in a position to demand 
financial aid from the money power of 
the east. 


Republican — Your suggestion ia very 


timely. The 
Republican 
campaign 


fund of Nevada is in a deplorable con- 
dition, and a few thousand dollars 
from the Eastern bondholders would 
be very accnptable. I think we had 
better give them a little bait. I will 
recommend that Nevada Republicans 
adopt a plank in their State platform, 
like this: 


WHEBEAS, Nevada Republicans re- 


organize the unselfish patriotism of 
the bondholders during the war; and 


WHEBEAS, They poured their wealth 


into the lap of the nation during its 
hour of peril and saved the Union; 


WAR CI.A1MS. 


The Senate Committee on Military 


Affairs has authorized a favorable re- 
port upon Senator White's bill provid- 
ing for the payment of $3,951,915 to 
California, $404,000 to Nevada and $335,- 
152 to Oregon, being moneys expended 
by those States in the suppression of 
the Rebellion. These claims were ex- 
amined by a Military Commission ap- 
pointed upon motion of Senator Stew- 
art, and reported correct. The Senate 
passed the Nevada claim in 1891, but 
Mr. Reed's House of Representatives, 
in which Mr. Bartine had such great 
influence, he having voted ' for Mr. 
Reed for speaker, struck it out of the 
appropriation bill. It is to be hoped 
that- it will become a law this time, 
though in consequence of the depleted 
condition of the Treasury the chances 
are against it, as $400,000 would be of 
great benefit to Nevada at the present 
time.

Value and Utility Too Often Confounded 


—Bmnnliaui el 
Xsltmael - ExpaeMe* 


Some View* on tbe Subject. 
One would be laughed at who in an 


argument upon manners would declare 
that if an act was in good taste it must 
be appreciated by the tongue, for there 
is no o^-gan of taste. 


With equal, although not quite so 


palpable absurdity, one hears con- 
founded two as widely distinct mean- 
ings of the word value. 


There is a sharp distinction between 


value—meaning utility—and 
value, 


when the word is used in connection 
with money. To avoid the danger of 
confounding these two meanings of the 
word and thus creating a false concep- 
tion — an 
insuperable 
barrier 
to 


true financial knowledge — political 
economists have uniformly used the 
word value only as referring to money 
and selected some other word in its 
stead when desiring to speak of its 
other sense. 
Thus Francis Walker 


says: "Value must be distinguished 
from utility. An article may have the 
highest conceivable utility and no 
value. The utility of atmospheric air 
is inexpressable, but ordinarily it has 
no value." 


Prof. Ely defines value as a quantity 


of utility, and says: "Utility means 
capacity to satisfy human wants and 
when we measure this and make com- 
parisons between the quantity of 
utility of one article and the quantity 
of utility of another we find the con- 
ception which we call value-" 


This -shows the distinction in the 


authors mind, but I deem the defini- 
tion not absolutely correct for it fails 
to take into consideration this fact 
which is the cardinal difference between 
value and utility—any cause limiting 
supply is just as efficient a cause of value 
in an article as utility itself. 


Utility may reasonably be considered 


as a fixed quality in a substance, while 
value is never fixed. Utility has been 
termed "intrinsic value," which is not 
after all a wrong appellation. If so 
used, then the value of money should 
be spoken of as " «atrinsic." However, 
in order to lead the people to believe 
that gold money has a fixed value, it 
became necessary to instil into the 
popular mind the idea that the value 
of money is dependent upon the

tnnsic qualities of the substance out of 
which it is made. 


The two meanings of the word value 


assisted in this, and the confounding 
of the two conceptions in the mind of 
the people was not a comparatively 
difficult matter. Once this idea of in- 
trinsic value is accepted, then the ex- 
ponent of it while he retains it can- 
not be made to understand that any 
cause limiting the supply of money, as 
compared to population and business 
demands, can appreciate its value. 


The best definition of value—not 


utility—which I have ever heard, ia 
this: 
"Value is human estimation 


placed upon desirable objects whose 
quantity is limited." That definition 
will present a most reasonable ex- 
planation of every phenomenon in 
economics which may be conceived. 
Its author is Senator John P. Jones. 


Any object to have value must be 


desirable, but value will not arise from 
this fact alone. Its quantity must be 
limited. Mankind esteems air desir- 
able, but only when the supply is 
limited relative to his demands will he 
esteem it valuable. Then its value will 
increase in proportion as it is limited. 
In the Black Hole of Calcutta the value 
of air to its wretched victims was 
greater than all other things of earth. 
Cities and kingdoms were naught in 
the estimation of them as compared to 
a breath of air. Yet the utility of 
given quantity of air in the Black Hole, 
although more valuable than all the 
gold of the universe, was not more 
than that of the same quantity around 
us every day. 


The value of money arises not from 


the substance out of which it is made, 
but depends upon the limitation of its 
quantit y. This is the elementary prin- 
ciple of the science of money. When 
money is scarce people place a higher 
estimation upon it, relative to other 
things, than when it is plentiful. By 
what phenomenon of economics do we 
know this to be true ? Falling prices. 
When it takes at one time a bushel of 
wheat to buy a dollar and at another 
time two bushels, then admittedly a 
man who will give two bushels of wheat 
for what previously he would only give 
one bushel, places a higher estimation 
upon it than he did at first. However, 
it may be held, and that sometimes 
truly, that he gives two bushels of 
wheat the second time for a dollar, not 
because his estimation of the dollar 
has increased, but because his estima- 
tion of wheat has decreased. 


How shall this problem, one of the 


most important imaginable, be de- 
termined ? Naturally by ascertaining 
whether it takes twice as much oats, 
twice as much corn, indeed twice as 
much of the other articles of commerce 
and exchange as it did before to buy a 
dollar of gold. 


If there has been such general in- 


crease in the quantity of commodities 
necessary to buy a dollar then the fact 
is proved to all reasonable minds that 
the value of money has appreciated. 


" A general fall of prices," says Prof. 


Ely, " means an increase hi the value 
of money and a general rise in prices 
means a fall in the value of money." 


Theory asserts and history proves 


that when the money volume of a 
country is increased prices rise, and 
when it is decreased prices fall. Fall- 
ing prices are tbe prolific cause of 
human misery. When prices fall tbe 
march of Enterprise is stopped, the 
song of Industry is silenced, and the 
woes of humanity are multiplied. 
Then Hunger abides with idle Labor, 
Grime breaks bounds and the wheels 
of Progress torn backward.

THE IRRIGATION MOVEMENT. 


A Circular Letter from the Secretary of 


the National Executive Committee. 
Active preparations are now being 


made for the next National Irrigation 
Congress to be held about September 
15th, at some point in the West not yet 
determined on. The last Congress, 
which was in session an entire week in 
Bos Angeles, October, 1893, appointed 
Commissioners in every State and 
Territory, whose duty it is to prepare a 
report to be submitted to the coming 
Congress covering all the features of 
spefcial interest in each State and Ter- 
tory of the Arid West. These reports 
will show the amount of arid and semi- 
arid land: the amount of land now ir- 
rigated, and the acreage now believed 
to be irrigable; the sources of water sup- 
ply, developed and possible of devel- 
opment; the cost of procuring, storing 
and delivering water on lands; State 
legislation in force and needed; Na- 
tional legislation as to the disposition 
of arid lands and government control 
of water sources; and such other points 
as may suggest themselves to each 
Commission as being pertinent to their 
own State.

Chairman; Jas. Norlands, Jr., Carson
